win's, of Newark, Now Jersey. Ho was 
cashier of the Mechanics' National bank, 
and had fraudulently misused over two 
million dollars of the funds. It will 
strike tho public very strangely that tho 
president and directors of tho bank did 
not detect Baldwin in his bold schemes, 
long before ho dragged the bank down 
to abject poverty. It is not known" how 
tho money was expended, but it is sup- 
posed that ho lost it in Wall Street 
speculations.

There arc 
no indications that wo should lose in any 
locality, that is, not more than must bo 
ascribed to the general apathy of an oir- 
yoar, and that will, of coin-so, hit all par- 
ties alike. Falk may run a little ahead 
of his ticket in this county, but that will 
bo more than oflset by McPetridgo 
running largely ahead m Dodge comity. 
The registry business has been well 
looked after, but I am not prepared to 
say how many of tho 2,000 votes that are 
not registered the present yew in com- 
parison with last year, wo aro going to 
lose. I believe, however, that the great- 
est loss iu this direction will be on the 
side of the Democrats. I think that the 
Democrats will have a majority ot tho 
Milwaukee delegation to Madison, but I 
don't recollect a single campaign that 
tliese fellows didn't expect to carry al- 
most everything. As far as I can see, 
they aro suro only of one member of tho 
Assembly, and that is because in that 
district wo didn't nominate one." 


However encouraging tho outlook for

WILLIAMS IDENTIFIED. 


A Cool -toiiiiudrel A Military Kxcurt 


Culled for. 


.IC.WAUKBD, Oct. 31.—There 
were 


startling developments in tho Kuhl-Lou 
Williams caso thia forenoon. 
BhorilT 


Knight, of Dunn county; District At- 
torney Woodard, of St. Croix county, and 
Houry Ooleinau, tlio latter a brother of 
tho murdered Colomans, all positively 
identified Kiihl as tlio man. known to 
them iia Lou Williams. Tho accused ro- 
coivod their declarations without (liiich- 
ing, and has throughout displayed a 
uorvo remarkable for ono so terribly sit- 
uated. 
Sheriff 
Rugeo, in whoso care 


Knhl ia, says " tho cold, penetrating look 
of that man ia enough to cow any- 
body." There aro uow four persons 
who have identified the prisoner—tho 
persons named, aud auother of the Oolo- 
maa brothers. Sliei'iff Knight cornea 
provided with a warrant charging tlio ac- 
cused with nvurder, aud at 1 o'clook to- 
night ho will be taken to tho scene of his 
crime under a guard ot twelve men. 


The new developments have created 
considerable excitement bore. 
The au- 


thorities do uot doubt that the accused is 
William Kuhl, of Peoria, 111,, but at tho 
same time hold that he and auother crim- 
inal whon away from homo have associa- 
ted as tho "Williams" aud the "Maxwell" 
brothers. Kuhl is at present writing out 
tho names of the places, tho uamos o£ 
men 
with whom ho associated, aud 


some (incidents 
in connection with 


each place and individual, hoping to 
prove an alibi. He begins to feel that 
tho efforts of his counsel and brother-iu- 
law are ot no avail, siuco tho authorities 
concede that he is William Kuhl while 
at home in Peoria and vicinity, and ithat 
it is now necessary for him to show that 
he is not Lou Williams, but tho honest 
laborer ho claims to be. While tho au- 
thorities aro preparing to convey him to 
Dunn county, Kuhl'a counsel aro plan- 
ning a sharp counter move, which may 
add to tho excitement which it has al- 
ready obtained here. The officers from 
l)unu and St. Croix counties entertain 
no fears that Kuhl will bo lynched, as 
public sentiment has become moderately 
reasonable since tho terrible tragedy was 
enacted. 


It now appears that the man arrested 


with Kuhl waa his partner, known as Ed 
Williams. Ho had $80 in money and 
two revolvers on hia person, and because 
of the money tho authorities thought 
they would not hold him for vagrancy, 
though they now see tuat the charge of 
going armed is sufficient. 


District Attorney Williams, in view of 
the contemplated transfer of Kuhl or 
Lou Williams to Dunn county jail, has 
telegraphed Governor Smith for a militia 
escort westward from Watertown. It is 
supposed the suspected prisoner will be 
turned over to tho officers of Duim coun- 
ty to-morrow forenoon. |Tuo ground for 
a military escort is that thojjail the pris- 
oner will be taken to ia about twenty- 
eight miles from the railway, aud that on 
tho last stretch friends of tho prisoner 
may reacue him or friends of the Colo- 
mans lynch him. 


Uistrict Attorney Williams waa ad- 


vised to telegraph Governor Smith for 
military escort of tho prisoner, and that 
the force should be iu waiting for the 
Sheriff, his posse and tho prisoner, at 
Watertown.

;' TJyj qnioa stands pre-eminent as » 
table vegetable. Apart from its flavor 
•it possesses tnedicmal virtues of a 
marked character. 
When eaten in 
moderation it stimulates the circulatory' 
•ysteoi and the secretions, and the con- 
sequent increase of the saliva and the 
gastric juice promotes* digestion! The 
large red variety is an excellent diu- 
retic, and two or throe small white 
onions aro recommended by Hucklaml 
to bo eaten raw as a remedy fox- -insom- 
nia. They arc slightly .tunic, and to a 
certain degree nutritious, j fHoeo cook- 
Ing deprives them ot sWsai lot their 
volatile oil, and a' little fli$ICT ^djpped 
in vinegar and eaten after" them partly 
overcomes the odor they impart to the 
breath, surely their virtues may plead 
for their more frequent use, especially 
as an adjunct to other articles of- food. 
Mild and sweet iu their native Orient, 
they are smaller ami inore-pungent »s 
they are transplanted to colder re- 
gions. Tho onions ot Valencia aud 
Bermuda surpass our own in sweetness 
'nnd succulence; but wo have many 
excellent sorts, wjdch bew.'tocal.names, 
friven in accordance 'with their size, 
flavor and season. A few may bo 
•mentioned in such general terms as

: The yellow onion \a ntild in flavoVand I 
an excellent keeper. A rather large, I 
'lightered onion, streaked with green is ] 
juicy and sweet, but, becauso less solid 
than some other sorts; does not keep so 
well; a dark-red variety, large and 
strongly flavored, keeps well, and Is, re- 
imarkablo for its diuretic properties. 
Tho small, white pickling onions are 
true silverskins, sown late in the spring 
:in rather poor soil in order to dwarf 
them; tho mature sllvcrskin or large 
.white onion is ono' of tho best varieties 
'now in favor. The small silver-skins 
make tho nicest pickles whoa they have 
been cooked for five minutes in sMtcft 
boiling water, tuid then thrown into I- Fastock, nnd these should not 
cold water for half an hour, while tho 
vinegar to bo nsod with them is being 
scalded with spices; they arc strained 
from tho water when quite cold, .placed 
in glass or earthen -Jars, and covered 
with tho scalding vinogiu-J; i otter' re- 
maining for twenty-four'hours "the Vin- 
egar Is again scalded and poured again' 
upon tho onions, when the jar contain- 
ing them is tightly closed from tho air. 
A soup made frdm onions'Ts regarded 
,by the French as an excellent restora- 
tive In debility of tho digestive organs. 
It is mado by fryiog golden brown nalf- 
a-dozen sliced onions la sufficient butter 
to prevent burning, with a tcaspoonful 
of sugar; two quarts of clear soup aro 
next added to the onions,.together with 
a bouquet of sweet herbs and a palata- 
ble seasoning of salt and popper; thcso 
ingredients aro allowed to simmer 
'gently together for about 4' quarter of 
anhonrwhilo some slices of'bread .ore 
being toasted and placed in the soup- 
tureen; tho bouquet of herbs is then 
removed, and tho broth and onions 
poured upon tho broad, when the soup 
is served hot. 


• Two other preparations of onions-may 
be mentioned as excellent.' Ono of 
onions and eggs is made by peeling and 
cutting Valencia onions in slices about 
a quarter of an inch thick, seasoning 
them with salt and .popper, frying them 
until tender, without burning, iu but- 
ter; they arc then transferred to a hot 
.dish with a skimmer, 'n lemon is 
'squeezed over them, and half a dozen 
poached og"s nre Inid upon them. A 
:German dish of onions' 'arid, cheese is 
made by placing half-inch slices of largo 
'onions in a buttered baking dish, soa- 
[ Boning thorn with pepper and salt, and 
[cooking them just tender iu, a hot oven. 
'They aro then arranged on a dish with- 
iont breaking; a little .grated cheese, 
: preferably Parmesan, Is dusted over 
'them, and tho dish Is returned to the 
oven long enough to slightly, melt the 
cheese, when it is ready to servo. Are 
nottftese distpes novel cneapjb to tempt 
fastidious jjaters?

! H to an alarming extent^ 1 say 
alarming, advisedly, because farmers or 
•tock men realize tho mischief this par- 
asite may do, and Mtflally docs produce. 
The nature of smutrfi somewhat akin to 
that other fungus, wgfii. in its effect 
upon the urinary and uterine 'organs. 
It oaonot-bt, dovhted that the so-called 
niorrtte, a| which tho ehldf symptoms 
on imboM'um oitfeeromcn, indigestion 
at|d blood-poisoning; braxv or enteric 
fever In sheep aro caused by this fnn- 
jfcu»; .There may bo and are other 
causes, but this poisonous vegetable 
parasite is tho most frequent agent in 
producing these diseases. , 
Its specula character and manner ol 


prowth,~too, are by no means generally 
known, and this is unfortunate; because 
lfrw« we to find any remedy it must first 
be through a knowledge ottho habits of 
tbbplant. 


After'several years' investigation 01 
eon --smut, I have como to tho conclu 
'flhttJfcat tt la a true parasitic disease of 
thoooru plant, produced by infection 
taken from the soil; that the continued 
growth, of corn upon the same soil fa- 
vors < Its' spread, and that corn grown 
upon simttty soil, or soil upon which 
previous crops of smutty corniiavo boon 
grows, will surely be luested, and that 
very extensively. Tho smut certainly 
comesfrom tho root; anil affects tho 


• Whow plan!'" I hare this year grown 
aaavtanattycoro, inapioceof ground 
-wWoh.^ws,sown with smut lost year 
from a previous crop of corn, in which 
the main root, the aerial roots, tho stem 
iq many places, the leaves, the ears, the 
aborllve«no8 SB well, and tho tassel, are 
each and all badly affected. The corn is 
totally unfit for use, and has been cut 
down and destroyed before the spores 
were mature enough to bo spread. The 
smut first appears as a white arannlar 
substance, very much liko. that of an 
unripe p«ff bau, but soon develops the 
peculiar -well-known black, powdery 
•g«NS> fwWch, are tho fruit of tho 
tasf.^KO glMrty Upon examining tho 
•pan*of thfy affected plants where tho 
; Brant tint appears, the substance of tho 
stem and leaf Is scon under the micro- 
scope to be fllted with threads of myce- 
lium and small patches of the granular 
substance, which consists of cells Hllud 
with spores hi process of development, 
to ovoid vesicles very much like tho 
ovoid grains of the wheat and other 
ruito, except In wanting color. When 
the spores ore ripe, these vesicles or 
egg-shaped sporo coses burst, and tho 
saint appears like brown dust collected 
»n mosses. Soposatcly the particles Of 


smut (ire too smull to tic soon, except 
under a high power. The whole plant, 
when badly ailccted, sooms to be iilled 
vitli the mycelium or white threads of 
the fungus upon which in places appear 
clusters of these colorless spore vesi- 
cles. 


It is undoubtedly a parasitic disease 


of tho sap, communicated by infection 
from the soil, and oilers a striking 
similarity-in character to those para- 
sitic-diseases of animals which are pro- 
duced from infection by certain organ- 
isms (cells or spores), which are taken 
into the blood through the stomach or 
lungs. To my mind, it appears that 
corn smut should bo classed with pear- 
blight, peach-yellows, the potato-rot, 
the rust of strawboiTics, beets, etc., 
and the rust and smut of wheat and 
oats. All along we have been consider- 
in'; tticse to have been accidentally 
eorcmunicatcd by spores falling upon 
the'leavcs, or bark from tho air; bift I 
am sorei from investigation during the 
past five years, that the disease springs 
frorti tho soil and enters by the roots, 
and that we may sow tho disease, even 
with the seed. 


Just hero it might bo pertinent' to 


suggest to your readers to consider this 
mutter as they aro preparing to sow 
wheat. It is n frequent practice with 
careful farmers to prepare their seed 
by stepping it in a corrosive liquid, such 
as a solution of sulphate of copper, 
strong brine or lime water, or by dress- 
ing the moist wheat with caustic dry 
lime just previously air-slaked. 
The 
reason for this practice may not bo 
clear. If a few grains of wheat or oats 
are examined under a good microscope, 
the rough skin will nearly always bo 
found to have more or less of grams of 
smut upon thorn, and if tho seed is thus 
sown, wo sow the disease as effectively 
•%s if we feed to a hen some food fouled 
with the droppings of another fowl that 
lias tho chicken cholera, or as if we our- 
selves take into our stomachs some 
water fp.ulcd with cesspool matter which 
produces typhoid fever with tho great- 
est certainty. So that, so far as tho 
seed-wheat is concerned, wo may, by 
this precaution, prevent smut in the fu- 
ture crop, and the same will undoubt- 
edly be true as regards: seed-corn. 
• 


But precautions aro also due In 're- 


gard to feeding smutty corn or fodder 


be neg- 


lected. Perhaps the best thing to do 
is, when the corn is cut, to kcop nil tho 
smutty corn by itself and burn it. The 
spores are practically imperishable, as 
arc the germs of the animal parasites 
rofcrrecl to, >and fire is the only safe 
method of dealing with them. If wo 
would be rid of these diseases wo must 
"stamp them out.1'—H. Stewart, \ in 
Country Gentleman. 


A Scheme 
for Utilizing an 
Water Tower. 


Immense 


Mention was made in this paper some 


time ago of the project of Colonel Mer- 
rill and-P. N. Marker, of Washoo City, 
to tap Eagle Lake, Cal., and utilize its 
water power. Tho novel scheme is now 
being carried out. Eagle Lake is lo- 
cated in Lasson County, Cal., 10D miles 
norj;h of Keno. and near the projected 
course of tho Nevada &. Oregon Rail- 
road. It is thirty miles long and ten 
miles wide, and contains 116 square 
miles of water service. It has no known 
outlet. Unlike Lake Biglcr, it freezes 
over in winter and Is swarming with 
trout. Notwithstanding its great sup- 
ply of fish, they arc very dillicult to 
take with a hook, and can only bo 
caught in any quantity by spearing or 
tho uso of seines. It is said that im- 
mense shoals of tho trout, mostly about 
eighteen inches long, and acres in ex- 
tent, aro frequently seen iu tho lake, 
leaping out of the water like diminutive 
porpoises. They resemble tho Truckoe 
Lake trout" strongly, and there are so 
many of them that tho lake water has a 
fishy taste. Messrs. Marker and Mer- 
rill own the lake and many thousand 
acres of timber and fanning land adja- 
cent. They are now running a tunnel, 
which will ce over 7,000 feet long,: to 
lap tho waters of the lake at a point 
twelve feet below its bed. Tho tunnel 
is now in 250 feet, and is being pushed 
forward by two shifts of workmen. 
When the lake Is reached tho fall of 
water obtained will be used to run a 
saw-mill and flume-, which will bo built 
from tho mill to Belfast, twenty-six 
miles distant. The timber cut in the 
mill and cordwood will be lloated down 
the llumo, and its waters will further be 
utilized for irrigating the thousands of 
acres near Belfast which need but their 
fertilizing touch to swell with an abun- 
dant harvest. The timber around tho 
shores of tho lake are mostly spruce, 
yellow pino and sugar nine. The trees 
are not as large in girth as those at the 
Tmckoo and Biglor woodlands, but are 
unusually tall and straight. 
Tho ma- 


jority of the pine trees will yield four 
sixteen-feet logs before a limb Is met. 
.The prefect of draining tho waters of 
such a large sheet as Eagle Lake and 
forcing them to actually servo as hew- 
ers of wood and cultivators of the soil 
is an ambitious one and worthy of West- 
era enterprise.—Virginia (A'eu.) Chron- 
icle.

The Application of Fertilizers. 


Perhaps something more may yet be 


learned in regard to tho application of 
fertilizers and their supposed propensity 
to waste. Certainly facts like tho fol- 
lowing are suggestive as well as in- 
structive: 
In West Springfield is a 


field of corn of about three acres, that 
stands remarkably well and has been 
noticeably vigorous all the season. On 
inquiry, we learned that on about one- 
third of this piece .fresh stable manure 
was spread ia-.mid-winter, when It was 
drawn.. On another third tho manure 
was piled, and spread at tho tlmo of 
plowing, as IB the usual way. On the 
balance of the field a common mixture 
of fish and potash was applied. The 
proprietor tells us that thfl superiority 
of the first style of treatment was plain- 
ly visible all through the early stages of 
its growth, and that this acofrds with 
•his previous experience. If £kat is so, 
it upsets some of the theories of tho so- 
oallwtt professors of agriculture. The 
Idea has be^a prevalent that manures 
'are injured by exposure to air and frost, 
and consequently they aro often housed 
at considerable inconvenience till tho 
timo of planting, when they arc covered 
with earth as quickly as possible. Some 
plow them in, lest some of their 
precious qualities should bo evaporated, 
and othors harrow them in, through 
fear of leaching. There aro thoso who 
fork over their manures several times, 
believing that It pays, and others 
minglo it with the soil by frequent 
plowings. Tho corn-grower above re- 
ferred to Is a man of cautious speech 
and abundant resources, and his testi- 
mony-can be relied on. An opportunity 
is hero given to establish a principle 
that may be of value to farmers. 
Let

Motive und Method, 


Success in uny undertaking depends 


quite as much upon correct method as 
upon right-motive. And yet there are 
many very worthy people who confuse 
tho two, arid think if their motives arc 
right they ought to succeed without re- 
gard to methods. 
But unless wise j 


method supplement good motive results 
are of slight value. As between man 
and man, correctness of method is tho 
vital thing. People with very bad mo- 
tives may have very excellent methods, 
and people with tho best of motives inn.y 
have the most execrable methods and 
continually defeat their own plans and 
hopes. 


; For example: A woman with tho best 
intentions may < make very bad bread 
and do. wretched Cooking generally. 
No matter how pure her motive may 
bo, if sho will "depend on soda to raise 
her bread, her biscuit, her pan-cakes, 
her sweet-cokes; if she will make her 
pie-paste of soda-rind spoil green peas 
with it, and -'.green' string ooans with 
it, and wash meats'-with a solution of it 
in hot weather," as a correspondent 
writes is the custom in the locality 
where she is:staying, no possible purity 
of motive will make her cooking any- 
thing but intensely revolting and utterly 
ruinous to all healthy stomachs. 


Meddlesome people, mischief-makers, 


stirrors UD of sedition and strife, arc 
often persons of spotless purity of mo- 
tive, and when trouble results from 
their methods of trying to set things 
right," takto ..refuge..' m tho integrity of 
their motives, and nro utterly oblivions 
of and insensible to all arguments re- 
flecting upon their methods. 
There is 


not a political assassin that does not 
-'justify his method, -however disastrous 
it may "prove, by his motive, and when 
he finds public opinion docs not sustain 
him, ho becomes straightway a martyr 
to his principle. Away with all such 
martyrs! 


Correct method will often do much 


to mako up for deficiencies in motive 
power. For instance, the teacher who 
teaches not so much from pure loyo of 
the work as that ho may make a living 
by it, if his methods be good, may en- 
joy larger success in his teaching than 
ho who loves tho work but is not trained 
to it. So with physiciaus and clergy- 
men, with housekeepers and artisans. 
We aro often placed in positions with 
little regard to our fitness or liking 
for thorn, and tho total success we win 
in filling them creditably must depend 
upon tho methods we adopt. If those 
^nro unwiso, wrong, inadequate, failure 
'will surely be our portion, no matter 
how puro and high our motives may bo. 


Tho application of plain "common 


sense to the ordinary affairs of lifo is 
much needed. There are ten thousand 
things with which conscience and pure 
motive havo nothing whatever to do. 
They como simply under the rule of 
common sense, propriety, tho fitness of 
things, wb.at is expedient, what is ad- 
visable. 
Of course we take it for 


granted that tho underlying motive 
shall bo just and right and true, that 
tho intention shall bo honest and puro, 
but that is not enough. Wo aro enxlowed, 
with reason no loss than with con- 
science, and faith, and hope. A great 
many excellent people have an idea that 
to apply the ordinary, carnal, everyday 
principles of good business manage- 
ment to matters of duty and high prin- 
ciple is something of a profanation. 
But tho most efhcicnt church in any 
community is the one that is conducted 
on tho soundest business principles, one 
whoso pastor and whoso officers possess 
first, sound common sense, and second, 
ardent piety, 


Thoso who havo left a lasting and be- 


neficent record of good deeds nave been 
men and women of puro motives and 
of wise methods. They have made their 
investments of time, of labor, of enthu- 
siasm, of money, with skill and fore- 
thought and deliberation. They have 
tested their methods at the bar of com- 
mon sense as well as at the bar of con- 
science, and have adopted such ns tho 
exporienco of tho world has proven wise 
and efficient. 


As the academic year now opens this 


is a good time for students to decide 
upon and adopt the best methods in 
conducting their studies so ns to divide 
their tinio, their labor, their rest, that 
they may realize the largest possible 
results therefrom, to settle upon such 
adjustments of their tasks to their abil- 
ity to perform them as shall not over- 
task their physical resources, and ren- 
der them liable to future bankruptcy. 
And for the rest of us, tho time is al- 
ways ripe for improvement in ourmeth- 
ods while we keep the motive power at 
its highest and best.— N. Y. Tribtmc.

If the children could isstio thoir Dec- 


laration of Rights, it would doubtless 
be found to contain a statomontof their 
claim to acquire and dispose of proper- 
ty without tho unjust interference of 
power. That is to say, they would de- 
mand the spending of their spcndino- 
money, or the opportunity of saving it, 
as should seem to them best. And tho 
claim would bo as just and reasonable 
as those which their groat-grandfathers 
stated m their Declaration of Rio-hlsi, 
aiulfor which they went to war a unn- 
dred years ago. 
: 


One of the groat difficulties of life is 


tho wiso spending, of money. It do- 
nmnds trained faculties 
and much 


strength of character. Is it reasonable, 
then, to expect of young men and wom- 
en that they shall bo prudent aud judi- 
cious in expenditure, when as boys and 
girls they had no income and no' prac- 
tice!1 It is the theory of most parents 
that their children have all that they 
should reasonably desire, since it is all 
that the paternal purso can afford; lib- 
eral comforts, many luxuries; and that 
to give them money which they would 
of course waste Is an unjnstiliable in- 
dulgence and extravagance. 


Out few parents understand the vast 


cducatiag power of responsibility, or 
the wisdom of laying the necessity of 
choice and decision upon children from 
the very beginning of their power of 
choice and decision. Of course they 
will make mistakes, aud those very 
mistakes teach them as no admonition 
or example can do; Every intelligent 
child of six or seven years of ago, beiiif 
given tho control of his spemlnV mon" 
<iy, whether it be a penny a, week or a 
shilling, will nt lirst buy what ho docs 
not want, and bewail tho absence of tho 
thing ho did desire. But presently his 
blunders will have taught him a bal- 
ancing of claims, a deliberation of, 


have soon the necessity. He will be- 
E« to save his pennies," because ho sec; 
that shillings buy somothin"- bette 
worth having. And the little hcadloil< 
prodigal will have started on tho rout 
to thrift nnd prosperity almost before 
no knows the meaning of the'words. 


But that this sense of ownership a 


do its work ft is essential that the al 
lowanco should bo fixed, tho limit with 
m which it may be spent clearly under 
stood, and good advice withheld excepi 
when it is asked for. And as the chil 
drcn grow older, the sum alottod them 
should be increased, till it covers til 
their personal expenditure. Ethol at 
fifteen should be as competent to buy 
her stockings, gloves, ribbons, under- 
clothes,, even her dresses, so far as 
quality and price arc concerned, as her 
mother. And she will bo, if she boo-au 
purchasing her toys and pencils at six. 
But she must be rigorously held to tho 
logic of her mistakes. If sho buy taste- 
loss and flimsy things, she must pay ttio 
penalty of wearing thorn or goinf with- 
out. Next time her chastened choic* 
will not betray her. 
Or, if Jauk buy a 


worthless 
jack-knife, or a mongrel 


puppy, or a shoddy coat, and must 
abide by his bargain, he has bought 
with them an experience which makes 
it cheap. 


But precept and practice will go for 


nothing unless tho law is absolute that 
there shall be no parental alms-givino-. 
It will bo so hard for mamma to soctlTo 
girls in shabby gloves and soiled hair- 
ribbons, because they have inconsider- 
ately apportioned their month's inherit- 
ance, that dainty parcels will be apt f,o 
find their way to tho bureau drawers, 
or small advances to offor themselves 
from' their kindly purse. Or it will 
seem such a creditable .taste ' in tho 
boys to want that microscope, and to bo 
so eager to study entomology, although 
they have spent tho prico.of tho micro- 
scope in a bicycle, ..that the fascinatin" 
instrument Isvvery likely to appear in 
their room. 
And>t>y this; tender an'd 


cruel generosity all tho forco of their 
experience will bo wasted. 
Unless ef- 


fect is to follow cause, what discipline 
can there bo P The law bears hard 
only 'on those who infringe it, and to 
the end that they may not again trans- 
gress.

Besides the prudence which this sense 


of ownership develops it begets a self- 
respect as well.
